[No. 1.] AN ACT 

To establish a Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama in the City of Mobile. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 

convened, That a Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama, Capital Stock 

with a capital of two millions of dollars, be, and the same is here¬ 
by established in the city of Mobile, to be styled the Branch of 
the Bank of the State of Alabama, of Mobile. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That for the management Election of president 
of the concerns of said Branch Bank, the legislature shall annu- directors 
ally proceed to elect by joint vote of both Houses, a president 
and fourteen directors, whose office shall continue for one -year, 
and until their successors shall be duly qualified; and all subse¬ 
quent elections for president and directors, shall be by joint vote 
of both houses of the general assembly. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, that the following, pow- Power of the President and 
ers, rules, conditions, limitations and restrictions, shall be the directors 
fundamental laws of said Branch Bank, viz: First, The presi¬ 
dent and directors for the time being, shall have power to elect 
and remove the cashier and such other officers and clerks under 
them as shall be necessary, to execute the business of said Branch 
Bank, and allow them such compensation for their services as 
shall be reasonable and just: Second. They shall receive money 
on deposite, and pay out the sane to order free of expense; 
deal in hills of exchange and discount notes made payable and 
negotiable at said Branch Bank, at a rate of interest not exceed¬ 
ing six per cent per annum; and all notes that have from six to Rate of I nterest 

nine months to run, may be discounted at a rate of interest not 
to exceed seven per cent per annum; and all notes that have from 
nine to twelve months to run, may in like manner be discounted at 
a rate of interest not to exceed eight per cent, per annum: Third, 

I n case of vacancy by death, resignation or removal out of the 

State of any director, a majority of the directors shall fill such Vacancies how filed

provisions of an Act entitled "An act to regulate the rate of in¬ 
terest," passed December 17, 1819, so long as I continue to dis¬ 
charge the duties of said office, So help me God.

convert to his or their own use, any sum of money; bank note, 
bill of exchange, check, bond, or other security, placed under 
his care by virtue of his said office, he or they, his or their aider 
or abettors and counsellors, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
judged guilty of felony, and be sentenced to imprisonment in 
the public jail in the county in which the offence has been com¬ 
mitted, for a term not less than twelve months, and there remain 
until he or they shall make good all damages which the Bank 
may have sustained by his or their misconduct, and be fined at 
the discretion of the jury trying the offence, and shall forever 
thereafter be disqualified from holding any office of profit or trust 
in this State, and shall moreover be liable for the sum so embezzled.

deposited in the Bank for safe keeping, unless the contracting of 
any greater debt shall have been previously authorized by law of 
this State ; and in case of excess, the directors under whose ad¬ 
ministration it shall happen, shall be liable for the same in their 
private capacities, and an action of debt may, in such case, be 
brought against there, or any of them, their or any of their heirs, 
executors or administrators, in any court of this State having ju¬ 
risdiction, by any creditor or creditors of said Branch Bank; and 
may be prosecuted to, judgment and execution, any condition 
covenant and agreement to the contrary notwithstanding; but

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this shall not be so construed as to exempt said Bank, or lands, 
tenements, goods or chattels of the same, and on their insuffici¬ 
ency, the State of Alabama from being also liable for, and being 
chargeable with the said excess: Such of the said directors who 
may have been absent when said excess was contracted or created, 
or who nay have dissented from the resolution or act by which, 
the same was contracted or created, may, respectively, exonerate 
themselves from being individually liable, by entering, if present, 
their dissent on the books of the Bank at the time the debt may 
be so contracted, and forthwith give notice of the same to the 
comptroller of the State.

committees contemplated by the foregoing section, shall receive committee, 
four dollars for every thirty miles in traveling to and from said 
Branch Banks, and four dollars for every day that they may be 
engaged in the examination of said Branches.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the State of .Alabama in General Assembly con¬ 
vened, That the first, second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, 
eighth, twentieth and twenty first sections of the before recited 
act, be and the same are hereby repealed.

[No. 7] AN ACT 

To levy a tax upon the cattle of non-resident. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly con¬ 
vened, That it shall and may be lawful for the judges of the county 
courts and the commissioners of roads and revenue for the counties 
of Henry, Dale, Covington, Conecuh, and Pike to levy a tax not 
exceeding twenty five cents per head, on each and every head of 
stock cattle in their respective counties owned by any person or 
persons not a citizen or citizens of this State. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the tax collectors of 
the several counties above named, are hereby authorised and re¬ 
quired to assess and collect the said taxes in the same manner that 
other taxes are collected by him and pay the same into the county 
treasuries of their respective counties.

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[No. 8] AN ACT 

To repeal in part and amend an act to revise, consolidate and amend the several 

acts relative to J ustices of the Peace and Constables, passed December 27, 1814. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly con¬ 
vened, That the seventeenth section of the above recited act be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That hereafter whenever any Property levied on by

To authorise the J udge of the County Court and Commissioners of Roads and Rev¬ 
enue, of the County of Limestone, to levy a Tax for the building of a new Court¬ 
house in the Town of Athens, for said County. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly

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[No. 11] AN ACT 

To establish certain Counties therein named. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That all that tract of country, bounded as follows, to 
wit: Beginning at a point on the east bank of the Coosa river Benton boundary of 
opposite the mouth of Will's creek, thence due east to the line 
dividing the State of Alabama from Georgia; thence along said 
river to the beginning; shall constitute one separate and distinct 
county, to be called and know by the name of Benton. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That all that tract of coun- Talledega 
try bounded as follows, to wit: Beginning at a point on the east 
bank of the Coosa river, where the line dividing townships 16 and 
17 intersects with the said river; thence along said line due east to 
the line dividing ranges 8 and 9 east of the meridian of Hunts¬ 
ville; thence south along said line to the line dividing Coffee's 
from Freeman's surveys: thence up said river to the beginning; 
shall constitute one separate and distinct county, to be called and 
known by the name of Talledega. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That all that tract of Randolph 

country, bounded as follows to wit: Beginning at a point where 
the line dividing townships 16 and 17 crosses the line dividing 
ranges 8 and 9 east of the meridian of Huntsville; thence east a- 
long said line to the eastern boundary line of the State; thence along 
said boundary line down to th line dividing Coffee's from Free¬ 
man's surveys; thence due west along said line due north to 
the beginning; shall constitute one separate and distinct county, 
to be called and known by the name of Randolph. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That all that tract of Coosa 

country bounded as follows to wit: Beginning at the Montgomery 
line near the Wetumka falls on the Coosa river; thence run¬ 
ning up said river to the line dividing Coffee's from Freeman's 
surveys; thence east along said line until it intersects with the 
township line dividing ranges 20 and 21; thence south along said 
line until it reaches the three mile stake of township 18; thence 
west to the Montgomery corner; thence west along said line to 
the beginning; which shall form and constitute one separate and 
distinct county to be called and known by the name of Coosa. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That all that tract of Tallapoosa

Be it resolved by the Senate and Flouse of Representatives of the State of Alabama in General 
Assembly convened, That the secretary of State 

be authorised and hereby required, for, and on behalf of the State to sub¬ 
scribe for thirty-four copies of a map of the State of Alabama, about to 
be published by J ohn Latourrette, viz: One copy for each of the States and 
Territories of the United States, and for the District of Columbia; one 
for each of the two houses of the General Assembly; one for each of the 
offices, of governor, secretary of State, treasurer and comptroller.

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JOINT MEMORIAL to the Congress of the United States in relation to the Improvements on 

the Tennessee River. 

The general assembly of the State of Alabama most respectively represent to the 
congress of the United States, that the board of commissioners appointed by this State 
to superintend the operations on the canal on the Tennessee river, memorialized your 
honorable body on the ninth day of March last, by which they represent the necessity of 
a law authorising an alteration of the original plan of improvement on that part of the 
river below the Florence for reasons set forth in said memorial, to which your honorable 
body is now referred. For this purpose an act of congress was passed at the last ses¬ 
sion authorising a change of the plan, but limiting the amount of the funds to be expend 
ed on that part of the river below Florence to one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
including what had then been expended on that part of the river. From the report 
of the commissioners to the general assembly of this State made during the present 
session, it appears that the sum authorised by the late act of Congress to be expended 
on the works on the river below Florence, including what has already been appro¬ 
priated, will be insufficient to complete the improvement in that part of the river ac¬ 
cording to the plan in contemplation, and which has been recommended by the 
engineer employed by said commissioners. It will further appear by reference 
to said report, than an estimate of the cost of the canal, which the engineer in 
the service of the commissioners, laid out according to directions under the plan 
as proposed to be altered, and which is intended to be the same dimensions, as 
that now in progress on the Muscle Shoals, has been made, by which it has been 
ascertained, that the expenditure on the works on that plan, will amount to the sum 
of one hundred and sixty-seven thousand seven dollars and seventy-two cents. Your 
memorialists are convinced from the facts ascertained by the examination of the engi¬ 
neer and the reasoning of the commissioners contained in their memorial to congress, 
and their report to this general assembly, that would be worse than useless to pro¬ 
ceed with the work on that part of the river according to the original plan, and there¬ 
fore beg leave to call the attention of congress again to this subject, with a view of 
obtaining from congress authority for said canal commissioners; to expend of the 
funds places under their control, such an amount as may be sufficient to complete the 
works below Florence on the river, according to the mode of improvement recom¬ 
mended by the engineer in that service, and according to the report of said commsi- 
sioners to this general assembly. 

Resolved by the Senate and Flouse of Representatives of the State of Alabama in 
General Assembly convened, That our senators and representatives in congress be re¬ 
quested to use their efforts to procure the passage of a law embracing the object of the 
foregoing memorial. 

Resolved, That the governor be requested to transmit a copy of the foregoing me¬ 
morial, together with a copy of the report of the Tennessee canal commissioners 
made to the present general assembly, to each of our senators and representatives in 
congress. Approved, J anuary 10, 1833.

J 01 NT MEMORIAL of the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama in 

General Assembly convened, praying a reduction of the price of the Public Lands, heretofore 

offered for sale. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America:- 
Your Memorialist would respectively represent to you honorable bodies, that there 
remain portions of public domain in many of the counties of this State, heretofore of¬ 
fered for sale, and which, though subject to entry at the minimum price for many years 
past, are yet unsold. Such has been the situation of some of these lands for the last 
fourteen years, although located in portions of the State little inferior in population to 
any others. This fact alone, it appears to your Memorialists, is sufficient to establish 
the proposition, that the price now demanded for these lands greatly exceeds their in¬ 
trinsic value, for the demand for real estate produced by a dense population, contin- 



ually increasing in wealth and resources, would necessarily occasion the entry of these 
lands, ever at a moderate amount beyond their real value. In such a situation they 
would be taken by those who had no other motive than that of extending their present 
possessions. Independent of this much of this land, is tenanted by the poorer, but 
not less meritorious class of our citizens, who after having encountered the difficulties, 
and hardships ever attendant on the settlement of a new country, found themselves 
incapable of contending with their wealthier neighbors, and were in consequence, dri¬ 
ven from their original homes to seek subsistence on these comparatively sterile tracts. 
It cannot be believed that, men thus situated, would not readily exchange their pres¬ 
ent character of tenants, for the more enviable one of freeholders, if their government 
would permit the change at ant moderate sacrifice. I n behalf of this class of our 
citizens then, whose only prospect of a permanent home, rests on a change of the 
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policy of the government in relation to the public lands-we appeal to you, to abandon 
or modify the present system. Other considerations may be urged in favor of the 
policy we recommend. If the government would dispose of these lands at a fair 
price, it would realize a considerable amount of money from the sales, which can nev¬ 
er be the cause under the present system; and our State and citizens would receive 
great benefit from the change produced, it, the characters of the occupants, by the 
acquisition on their part of a permanent interest in the soil. The State government 
too, would derive no inconsiderable benefit from the increased revenue arising from the 
taxes on these lands, were they owned bu our citizens. Your memorialists would res¬ 
pectfully inquire, whether any future increase in the value of these lands, could justify 
Congress in disregarding the important considerations they have presented, even ad¬ 
mitting that such an increase could be reasonably anticipated. But no such future ac¬ 
cession to their value can be rationally expected. On the contrary it is believed, that 
a yearly diminution in their value occurs, arising from causes easily explained. It is a 
fact, of which all may be satisfied on the slightest inquiry that these lands were 
chiefly valuable for the timber they afforded, and where they have remained without 
an occupant, they have been unceasingly pillaged of that portion of the timber valua¬ 
ble for architectural purposes. Again: Where they have had an occupant, the mode 
of cultivation has been destructive to the productiveness. The interest of the occu¬ 
pant has been of too transitory and unstable a nature to induce him to foster their re¬ 
sources; and the soil was too sterile originally, to admit of slovenly cultivation, with¬ 
out producing in a few years, a state of almost utter exhaustion. Every consideration 
then, of policy, as well as justice, would seem to demand a reduction of their price. 

Your memorialists have not brought to their aid in the examinat on of this subject, 
the various considerations which have heretofore been urged on Congress, (and which 
they think should have been deemed sufficient) to induce the government totally to 
abandon the present system of disposing of te public domain. The present period 
(now that the public debt for the redemption of which it was originally ceded by the 
States, may be considered as discharged) is so propitious, that we can entertain no 
doubt that speedily this system must at least, be greatly modified, if not wholly dis¬ 
carded. One of the firs steps in reformation so earnestly desired, and which 
seems to be enjoined by every consideration which should influence the action of a wise, 
just and benignant government is, in the opinion of you memorialists, the reduction of 
the price of those lands, which have been offered for sale and remain unsold. 

They, therefore, pray a reduction in the price of said lands, to fifty cents per acre, 
and the prospective annual reduction until the whole shall have been disposed of- 
allowing to the occupant a pre-emption right to one eighth of a section. 

Resolved, That the Governor be and he is hereby requested, to forward the fore¬ 
going memorial to each of our senators and representatives in Congress, with a re¬ 
quest to lay said memorial before their respective houses.

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama in 
General Assembly convened, That the building committee be and they are hereby 
authorised and required , to procure by the meeting of the next session of the General 
Assembly, one hundred substantial chairs with rush, split or shuck bottoms, for the 
use of the legislature; and to make such disposition of those that are now on hand and 
damaged, as they may deem most to the interest of this State. And a chandelier for 
each hall. 

And be it further resolved, That the comptroller of public accounts, be and he is 
hereby authorised and required, to issue his warrant for such sum as may be necessary 
to pay for the chairs and chandeliers provided for the purchase of in the foregoing reso¬ 
lution.

J 01 NT MEMORIAL to the Congress of the Unites States. 

The Memorial of the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama 
respectfully represents to you Honorable body, That in addressing you Honorable 
body on the subject of the present Memorial, they are aware of urging the claims of a 
class of citizens, who have on more than one occasion, received the beneficial aids of 
the General Government. The agriculturalists of our country, by far the most nu¬ 
merous portion of our citizens, had for many years laboured under the most serious dis¬ 
advantages of a new country; when the politic scheme of granting pre-emptions, at 
once relieved them. This class, the pioneers of all the prosperity and civilization of 
the West, are, in the settlement of new countries, subjected to difficulties, which 
cannot be appreciated by those who in older and more improved societies, enjoy the 
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ease and luxury of civilized life. A hardy race who plunge into the forest of a remote 
country, subject to the dangers of savage warfare, ad deprived of all the intercourse 
and happiness of long settled communities, should receive all the benefits and protec¬ 
tion, which the fostering hand of government can bestow; especially when these form 
so large a class, and when their exertions and their hardships, all contribute to the es¬ 
tablishment of that wealth and enterprise, which have created from dense unculti¬ 
vated forests, the prosperous cities of the West. In particular reference to the sub¬ 
ject of this Memorial, we could call you attention to the large amount of I ndian Ter¬ 
ritory, the title to which, soon will be extinguished within the chartered limits of this 
State. 

This Territory which from the growing population of our State, is filling up rapidly 
with the best citizens the country can possess, an industrious yeomanry, will soon be 
subject to the same difficulties, which in every new country keep down its best popu¬ 
lation, unless the government will interpose the benefits of pre-emption laws. When 
it is recollected, that but a few years past, a swarm of land speculators over-run the 
country, blighting the best prospects of the honest farmer, and tearing up the humble 
settlements which his toil and industry had erected, it will appear just and necessary 
that your honorable body, should take an early opportunity of preventing a like dis¬ 
tress. One of the best established principles of natural law, gives a species of prior 
right to the occupant of waste lands, and although your Memorialists are sensible that 
this cannot apply to lands owned by the government, yet we would submit to your 
honorable body, whether it does not furnish some reasons in favour of the citizens who 
are settled on the lands of the United States. 

The vast amount of money annually paid by the western people, for the soil they 
cultivate, the few benefits they derive from the general distribution of the government 
funds, and the extraordinary toil and labour they have exercised in improving, and 
thereby enhancing the value of the lands, all require the immediate security of the 
people, by the passage of laws granting pre-emption rights. 

Your memorialists, would therefore request you honorable body, to take into imme¬ 
diate consideration, the just claims of our citizens, now settled or who may hereafter 
settle on the Indian Territory; and to grant them pre-emption, rights, with such limita¬ 
tions and restrictions as to your honorable body, shall seem just and proper, and for the 
end that these laws may afford a full relief, your memorialists would suggest the pro¬ 
priety of granting time for the advantages of these pre-emptions, up to the day of sale. 

Therefore be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That our senators and representatives 
in the Congress of the United States, be requested to urge upon that body, the object 
contemplated by this memorial, and that the executive of this State, be requested to 
forward a copy of the same, to each of our senators and representatives.

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama in 
General Assembly convened, That our senators in Congress are instructed, and our 
representatives requested to procure the passage of a law to establish a third judicial 
district within the State of Alabama, to include the middle part of the State, and to 



provide for the holding two terms of the federal court in the town of Tuscaloosa in each 
and every year. 

Resolved, That the Governor transmit a copy of the above resolution to each of our 
senators and representatives in Congress.

REPORT of the select committee of the House of Representatives, to whom was referred so much 
of the message of the Governor, as relates to the Tariff, to the principle of protection and to the 
doctrine of Nullification. 

The select committee to whom was referred so much of the message of the Gover¬ 
nor, as relates to the tariff, to the principal of protection and to the doctrine of nullifi- 
tion, have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to report a pre¬ 
amble and resolutions, which they respectfully submit to the House for its adoption. 
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Your committee deeply impressed with the present alarming crisis in our history 
have given to the subject that profound consideration, with its paramount importance 
so justly demands. 

So much has been said and written on the subject submitted to them, that they may 
be said to be so exhausted, and they will therefore submit a very few remarks prefatory 
to the resolutions, which they recommend to the adoption of the House. 

I n a country of such vast extent as the United States, embracing such a variety of 
soil, climate and products, and inhabited by a people, whose pursuits are as various as 
the climate under which they live, any attempt on the part of the government to force 
manufactures into existence, by governmental bounties, must of necessity operate une¬ 
quality and therefore be unjust. 

If it be a truth, not now to be questioned, that no government can justly take from 
one portion of its citizens a part of their property to benefit another, it is more espe¬ 
cially unjust in a country like ours, composed of different States, who are united in one 
common bond, only for the purposes, providing for the common defence, of promoting 
the general welfare, and securing the blessings of liberty to themselves and posterity. 

For these purposes, this union was formed, and it cannot be supposed, that those who 
consented to it, intended by implication and construction to confer on the general gov¬ 
ernment powers destructive to their happiness and best interest. Laws having their 
operation, and profession to derive their authority from the constitution under which 
we live, being opposed to the true interests of every section of the republic, and unjust 
in their operation on th Southern States, even if sustained by the letter of the consti¬ 
tution, are contrary to its spirit and at war with the general scope and tenor of that in¬ 
strument. 

It cannot be believed, that if the framers of the constitution had assigned the exercise 
of such power, as the right to create and protect domestic manufacturers, by a system 
of high duties, that it would have been left to inference or implication; its framers 
therefore could not have intended that such a power should be exercised. This rea¬ 
soning is founded on, and these results drawn from, the instrument itself, but in addition 
thereto, contem poraneous history informs us, that in the convention which framed the 
constitution, it was proposed in various modes to give that power to Congress, and re¬ 
fused. 

It is th exercise of this power, which a larger majority of the South believe to be 
against the spirit of the constitution, and no inconsiderable number, contrary to its ex¬ 
press letter, which has driven them to consider their government as foreign to their 
interests, and alien to their feelings. Instead of looking up to it with pride and vener¬ 
ation, as the world's last hope, and as the favorite resort of freedom, no inconsiderable 
portion of the South have begun to estimate its value; and to contemplate even disunion 
itself, as an evil less formidable than submission to the exactions of the government. 

And now at this fearful crisis, when one of our co-States has assumed the alarming 
attitude of declaring an act of Congress void within her limits, and the note of prepar¬ 
ation, is sounded to sustain this attitude by force, what shall Alabama do? Our an¬ 
swer is, never despair of our country. We believe that there is vital energy, a living 
principle inherent in out institutions, and a sense of justice residing in th bosoms of our 
fellow citizens, which when properly appealed to, must succeed. We concede that 
our Northern brethren believe that they are acting within the pale of the constitution; 
but can it be believed, that they will by insisting on the obnoxious duties, peril th Un¬ 
ion of these States, and make shipwreck of the last hope of mankind? Can any pecun¬ 
iary benefit compensate for the results like these? If blood shed in this unhallowed 
contest, a wound will be inflicted, which may never be healed, to confidence will suc¬ 
ceed distrust, mutual recriminations, and mutual injuries, and the choicest blessings of 
Heaven, by the madness and folly of man, will be converted in the most deadly poison. 

Deeply impressed with these views, we recommend the adoption of the following 
resolutions, which are satisfied embody the opinions of our constituents, and in their 
name propose to our co-States a federal convention. 



Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama 
in General Assembly convened, That we consider the present tariff of duties, unequal, 
unjust, oppressive and against the spirit, true intent and meaning of the constitution; 
that if preserved in, its inevitable tendency will be to alienate the affections of the peo¬ 
ple of the Southern States from the general government. 

And be it further resolved, That we do not consider the tariff of 1832, as fastning 
upon the country the principle pf protection, but that we receive it as the harbinger of 
better times, as a pledge that Congress will at no distant period, abandon the principle 
of protection altogether, and reduce the duties of imports on the actual wants of the 
government, levying those duties on such articles as will operate most equally on all 
section of the Union. 

And be it further resolved, That nullification, which some of our Southern brethren 
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recommend as the constitutional remedy for the evils under which we labor, is unsound 
in theory and dangerous in practice, that as a remedy it is unconstitutional and essen¬ 
tially revolutionary, leading in its consequences to anarchy and civil discord, and final¬ 
ly to the dissolution of the Union. 

And be it further resolved, That we earnestly intreat the people of this State, not to 
distrust the justice of the general government, and to rest satisfied, theat though long delay¬ 
ed, it will certainly be accorded to them. And above all things, to avoid those dan¬ 
gerous and unconstitutional remedies proposed for their imitation and adoption, no 
matter how specious their exterior, which may lead to bloodshed and disunion, and 
will certainly end in anarchy and civil discord, And at the same time we would most 
solemnly adjure the Congress of the United States, in the name of our common coun¬ 
try to abandon the exercise of those dubious and constructive powers, claimed under 
the constitution, the assertion of which has produced jealousy, excitement and dissat¬ 
isfaction to the government, and if persevered in, will in all human probability, dissolve 
this Union. By the means, and by this alone, can we be prevented from fulfilling our 
high destinies, and our onward march to greatness be arrested. 

And be it further resolved, That as we have now for the first time in the history of 
out country, presented to us the appalling spectacle of one of the States of this Union, 
arraying herself against the general government, and declaring sundry acts of Con¬ 
gress void and of no effect within her limits; presenting to Congress the alternative of 
repealing the obnoxious laws or permitting her secession from the Union, and prepar¬ 
ing by an armed force to sustain the position she has assumed, and as we cannot si¬ 
lently look on and witness the failure of the high raised hopes and just expectations of 
those patriots who cemented our liberty with their blood: Therefore, as a last resort, 
we recommend to our co-States the calling of a Federal Convention, to meet in the city 
of Washington on the 1st of March, 1834, or at such other time and place as may be 
agreed on, which shall be authorised to derive and recommend such plan, which will 
satisfy the discontents of the South, either by an explicit denial of the right of Congress 
to protect domestic industry by duties on imports laid for protection, or by defining and 
restricting the power aforesaid, within certain prescribed limits, and making such oth¬ 
er amendments and alterations in the constitution as time and experience have discov¬ 
ered to be necessary. 

Resolved, That the Governor be desired to transmit a copy of the foregoing resolu¬ 
tions to the President of the United States, and to the Executive of each of the States, 
with a request that the same may be communicated to the Legislature thereof. 

Resolved further, That the Governor furnish a copy of said resolutions to each of 
the senators and representatives of this State, in the Congress of the United States.

JOINT RESOLUTIONS, compensating the State Treasurer for receiving and disbursing the 
University funds for the years 1831 and 1832. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama in 
General Assembly convened, That the State treasurer be allowed the sum of two 
hundred dollars, for his services in receiving and disbursing the University funds, for 
the year 1831 and 1832, to be paid out of the University funds, and that the comptrol¬ 
ler issue his warrant accordingly, and that the treasurer hereafter receive the sum of 
one hundred dollars per year, for like services. Approved, J anuary 12, 1833

RECOMMENDATIONS of the General Assembly of the State of Alabama to the President of the 
United States to the State of South Carolina and to the different States. 

The General Assembly of the State of Alabama have received and considered with 
absorbing interest, the late Ordinance of South Carolina, with the Address of the co- 
States accompanying the same, together with the Proclamation of the President of 
the United States, consequent thereon. The attitude assumed by the State of the South 
Carolina and the Government of the United States through its Chief Magistrate, for- 



bodes a crisis which threatens the peace of society and the harmony of the Union, and 
which should be deplored by every one who loves his country and liberty. The exis¬ 
tence of our constitution and the integrity of the union, require the instant exertion of 
that patriotism, forbearance and virtue, which have hitherto characterized the history 
of our government. Omitting, on this occasion, to enter into the causes which have 
produced the present afflicting posture between one State and Federal Government;- 
this General Assembly now affectionately and solemnly appeals to the Congress of the 
United States, and to the State of South Carolina, for that forbearance, patriotism and 
virute, which alone can restore, by mutual sacrifice of opinion, harmony, peace and pros¬ 
perity to our common country. The only bonds of our union, and the sole preservatives 
of rational and constitutional liberty, are a strict adherence on the part of the constitut¬ 
ed authorities, to the principles of our government-the affection of the people for that 
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government and a firm persuasion of the equality and justice of its administration 
aided by a spirit of forbearance on the part of those States who may depend from the 
opinion of the majority. 

To this end the General Assembly of Alabama recommend to the Congress of the 
United States, a speedy modification of the Tariff laws, in such manner as to equalize 
their burthens, and cause only so much revenue to be collected as will be necessary to 
pay the expense of the Government, in its constitutional and economical administra¬ 
tion. This Assembly further recommends to the Congress of the United States, as 
she has already done to her co-States, the call of a Federal Convention, to propose 
such amendments to our Federal Constitution, as may seem necessary and proper, to 
restrain the Congress of the United States from exerting the taxing power, for the 
substantive protection of domestic manufacturers. This Assembly further earnestly 
recommends to the State of South Carolina, to suspend the operation of her late Or¬ 
dinance, that the unfortunate collision of powers between the State and the govern¬ 
ment of the United States, may be amicably adjusted in such manner as not to impair 
the rights and powers granted to the general government, or retained and reserved to 
the States, or the people of the Constitution. This General Assembly further ur¬ 
gently recommends to the State of South Carolina, to abstain from the use of military 
power, in enforcing her Ordinance, or in resisting the execution of the revenue laws 
of the United States. And this General Assembly, with equal earnestness, recom¬ 
mends to the government of the United States, to exercise moderation, and to employ 
only such means as are peaceful and usual to execute the laws of the Union. The 
General Assembly of this State further recommends to her co-States, to concur with 
this State in the foregoing recommendations. 

Resolved, That the Executive of this State be requested to transmit copies of the 
foregoing recommendations, to the Executive authorities of each of the United States; 
to the President of the United States, and to our senators and representatives in Con¬ 
gress, with instructions to lay the same before the Congress of the United States. 

Approved, J anuary 12, 1833.

JOINT RESOLUTIONS relative to the boundary line between this State and the State of Geor¬ 
gia. 

Whereas the boundary line between this State and the State of Georgia, so far as it 
respects the point on the Chattahoochie, from which it ought to depart to Nickajack 
on the Tennessee river, remains as yet unsettled, Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama 
in General Assembly convened, That te Governor of this State be and he is hereby 
authorised and empowered, in conjunction with the Governor of Georgia, to select 
and appoint a suitable umpire or arbitrator, to settle the boundary line between this 
State and the State of Georgia, according to the true intent and meaning of the com¬ 
pact of articles of cession made and entered into between the State of Georgia and 
the government of the United States, in the year 1802, whose decision, when made 
in pursuance thereof and published by transmitting copies of the award arbitration 
and determination of the Governors of this State and the State of Georgia, shall be 
binding and conclusive between this State and the State of Georgia. 

And be it further resolved, That the Governor of Georgia be and he is hereby 
respectfully requested to unite with the Governor of this State in the selection and 
appointment of an umpire or arbitrator, in pursuance of the above resolution; and if 
he have not sufficient power and authority for that purpose, that he take such meas¬ 
ures as may be necessary to procure the same. 

And be it further resolved, That should it be necessary in the opinion of the um¬ 
pire or arbitrator appointed under authority hereby given, to have any surveys made 
for the purpose of ascertaining more correctly, the true boundary line between this 
State and the State of Georgia, he is hereby, on the part of this State, fully author 
ised and empowered to appoint some fit person to make said surveys. 



And be it further resolved, That the Governor of this State be and he is hereby 
authorised and empowered to appoint a suitable agent or commissioner on the part 
of this State, to appear before the umpire or arbitrator, that may be selected and ap¬ 
pointed under the first resolution; to explain, enforce and defend, the rights of this 
State. 

And be it further resolved, That the Governor of this State be and he is hereby 
authorised, to pay any expenses that may be necessarily incurred for the purpose of 
carrying the above resolution into effect, before the next session of the General As¬ 
sembly; out of the contingent fund. 

And be it further resolved, That the Governor of this State, be requested to trans¬ 
mit a copy of these resolution to the Governor of the State of Georgia. 

Approved, January 12, 1833. 
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J 01 NT RESOLUTIONS, to keep and preserve all the furniture of both Houses of the General 
Assembly, and for other purposes. 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama 
in General Assembly convened, That immediately after the adjournment of the pres¬ 
ent General Assembly, it shall be the duty of the doorkeeper of each House, to put 
all the furniture of the House of which he was doorkeeper in order, and in the pres¬ 
ence of each take a correct and true inventory of all such furniture, together with 
the stationary that may be on hand. 

And be it further resolved, That it shall likewise be the duty of the said J ames 
Rather, to take charge of all the vacant rooms in the State Capitol, to have the same 
ventilated and kept clean, and deliver the same together with the furniture and stat¬ 
ionary aforesaid, to the proper authorities at the commencement of the next session 
of the General Assembly. 

And be it further resolved, That for the faithful performance of all the aforesaid 
duties, the sum of fifty dollars, shall be paid to the said J ames Rather. 

And be it further resolved, That the door keepers of the respective Houses, shall 
collect all the inkstands, sand-boxes, and books belonging to the State, now distributed 
in the various taverns throughout this town. Approved, J anuary 12, 1833
